REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 12/8/03 is acknowledged. Together with 
their earlier communication, applicants have cancelled claims 2,6,10, and amended 
claims 1,3,4,5,7,8,11,12,13. Therefore, the claims under consideration are the claimsl, 
3-5,7-9,11-16 that are renumbered as claims 1-13. 

3. The rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 paragraph second are now withdrawn 
because the above stated cancellation, amendments and applicants 1 remarks are 
sufficient to overcome the same. 

4. The rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 1 02 (b) are also withdrawn because 
applicants have cancelled & amended the claims as stated earlier, and additionally, they 
have clarified that one, but not both, of R7 and R8 represent a basic group (- C (=NH)- 
NH2, -CON H2 or-C (=NH)-NHNH2). 

5. The references Iwanowicz et al, Kanda, Nubuo et al & McKinnon et al either 
alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest to arrive at the compounds of instant 
invention. 

6. Therefore, the instant compounds are deemed to be novel and patentably 
distinct.
